It Is my Judgmeut that were Bloom - 
Held to be aoorxed to Newark, within a 
year, So far aa our schools were con¬ 
cerned, few except 'parents of High 
Bebool pupils would oole lbs difference; 
but tbst -Ithln three y-sts every tax¬ 
payer would be wondering wby a ma¬ 
jority did sot foresee tbe future. Beal 
estate would be sbakeo up and thrown 
upon tbe market, and tbs worries of the 
people would relate to tbe two Council- 
men, tbe two Board members, the re¬ 
mote City Hall and Board of Works, and 
tbe condition of tire roads and of prop¬ 
erly valuations.

I am fully conscious tbst some sen¬ 
tences In tbe forvgolog letter eat both 
wsye. lam advocating nothing ; I am 
simply stating an opinion based 
upon my life se a oltlaeo at one 
time and other in alx different Btatee. 

I am obliged to any persona wb« 
have taken the trouble to rood Jbls 
comcuunloatlou through. Let me end 
by eaylng that, aoboole aelde. as one 
who Intends to sojourn bare irrespective 
of annexation I shall not he In favor of 
annexation until Belleville, If not East 
Orange, Is Included; tbst la, not until 
tbls north section la strong eoougb to 
g t one member of tbe Board of Fuhllc 
Works. There are many strong men 
here, but ’1 doubt whether soy mao Is 
strong enough to get ncrone the narrow 
Hen ol bound *ry between Bloomfield and 
Newark nod Into that Board, which be¬ 
yond question la tbe eenl ral authoritative 
power lu tbe greatest city of New Jertey.
